1 . Applicant's proposed amendment filed 1/24/03, after final rejection, has been fully considered 
with the following results. 

2. The proposed amendment will not be entered because it introduces new limitations to the claims 
which have not previously been considered. 

3. The amendment if entered would have overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph and the rejection would have been withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's arguments traversal of the prior art rejection will not be considered because it is 
based upon an amendment to the claims which have not been entered. 

5. In regards to the references submitted to support the Examiner's Notice that sodium salt of 
bisphenol AF would have been one of the well known salts of bisphenol AF, applicant argues that the 
references are far removed from the present invention. This is not deemed to be persuasive because it 
does not address the merits for which the references are used.
